Suggestion is Made That the 
Business Houses Close 
for Two Hours, 


That the eltizens of Edmonton may 
have opportunity to pay their respects 


to the memory of the late High Com- 


missioner of Canada, Lord Strathcona, 
the council passed a motion empower- 
ing his worship® Mayor McNamara to 
arrange with the clergymen ef the city 
for the holding of a fitting service or 
services in the city churehes next 
Monday, the date of the funeral. 

Vollowing the meeting of couneil this 
morning th® mayor immediately noti- 
fied the clergymen of the city and 
asked them to meet at his office this 
afternoon to make complete arrange- 
ments for the service. The mayor is 
in favor of holding one joint service in 
one of the larger churches, either Me- 
Dougall or the First Presbyterian. 

It was also suggested by his worship 
this morning that the business men of 
the city arrange to close their stores 
during the hours of the service, that as 
many citizens as possible may have 
opportunity of attending. As soon as 
the exact hour of the funeral is known 
the committee consisting of the mayor 
and the clergymen will arrange an 
hour sultable,, same to conform as 
nearly as possible with the time the 
funeral is being held In London, There 
is over seven hours difference in the 
time and this will be taken into con- 
biderntion. 

Council Ffasses Motion.

Alderman Kinney was also opposed 
to the suggestion by the mayor that 
the business houses be asked to close 
for at least two hours during the day, 
His objection to this proposal was that 
there are many employees who have 
no option In the matter, and who as a 
result of this suggestion may lose half 
a day in wages, and this many of them 
cannot afford. 

Praise and Commendation. 

All other members of the council had 
words of praise and commendation for 
the memory of the deceased. Alder- 
man Driscoll said that if Lord Strath- 
cona had not lived, Canada would not 
have been on the map, for to him more 
than to any other one man is due 
much of its success and achievement.

Copies Must Be in the Hands 
of City Fathers on Satur- 
day Next. 


The couneil discovered this morning 
that there was not suflictent informa- 
tion furnished In detail in) connection 
with the estimates for 1914, and after 
prying the lid off two or three items 
In the assessor's department, Alderman 
Smith brought in a motion that the 
council adjourn until 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, and that details of the 
estimates from each department be in 
the hands of the aldermen. not later 
than Saturday, 

As will be seen from the accompany - 
ing table, the net expenditure for the 
year 1914 is given as $1,280,811.95, 
added to which is $50,000 for park pure 
poses, Which amounts to one quarter 
of a mill, ‘This estimate is for those 
departments which are not” self- 
sustaining. The estimates for capital 
expenditure have not been brought 
down yet, but will be ready in good 
time for the council to take up as soon 
as the amounts for current expendi- 
ture have been dealt with. 


Method of Assessment. 

One of the questions discussed this 
morning was that of the assessment 
ot.the city and the methods now 
adopted mr connection with this work. 
Some -consideration was also given to 
the special assessments of last year 
and the, manner in which there are to 
be adjusted, It was finally decided 
that an additional $500 be ineluded In 
the contingencies, this to be used by 
the finance committee in looking into 
the method of assesstnent and thus 
make it possible to get down to actual 
values as nearly as possible, 

Included in the estimates for the 
assessor's department there is pro- 
vision made for the salaries of six ad- 
litional clerks to correct the special 
ussessments of the year 19138, As has 
already been pointed out, these were all 
made on estimates, and now the actual 
dgures will be used and a refund al- 
lowed to every citizen who has paid 
more than he should. have for local Im- 


provement worl done last year, The 
immense amount of extra work en- 


tailed on the assessor's department was 
pointed out to council this morning. 
More Information Wanted. 
Alderman Kinney suggested that the | 
council should have at least the total 
amount spent In salaries by the 
counci) of 1913, while practically all 
the aldermen were of the opinion that 
there was not sufficient detail to war- 
rant a consideration of the estimates | 
at this sitting of the board. | 
The mayor explained that it was his | 
intention to make the estimates just j 
as full and complete as possible, and | 
for that reason he had all the detail | 
available up to date in the hands of | 
Secretary English, who would furnish | 
any item asked for by the members of) 
council, Mr. English explained that | 
the information now on hand is 50 per 
cent, more than has ever been fur- 
nished to the council in past years, He 
stated that the books of the various 
departments are only now being closed | 
for last year, and therefore it has been 
impossible to get in touch with the 
total expenditures of the departments 
for the year 1918, He said that the 
deputy finance commissioner {8s now 
working on this information, and that} 
it will all be ready yery soon, How- 
ever, the council was not in favor of 
going any further until the details are 
in hand, and therefore carried a motion 
to adjourn until Monday at 10 o'clock, 
In the meantime, extra clerks will be 
employed in the central offices, and no | 
rest will be given night or day until}

The most profitable investment of
